IN OKLAHOMA 


One Killed and Several Injured— 
Buildings Razed, Stock Killed 
and Crops Ruined

Valley, Okla,, May 20.— 
To hail and rainstorms _ tra- 
versed sections of Galvin, McLean 
and Peontanie counties last night, 
killing one person, dangerously in- 
juring several others and jy cally 
devastating a large rural area. e 
village of McCarthy, 11 miles south- 
west of here, was almost entirely des 
troyed. Mrs» George Dewberry, wife 
of a minister, was killed. ‘A little 
irl living two anda haif miles from 
aul's Valley, who had sought refuge 
in a storm cave, was dangerously in- 
jured by timbers penetrating the roof 
of the cave. The 18 year old daugh- 
ter of Robert Clark, living in the 
same neighborhood, was also injured. 
The town of Maysville is reported 
to have been blown away, but com- 
munication with that point cannot be 
established and the report is uncon- 
firmed. Considerable damage was 
done at Paoli, seven miles north of 
Paul’s Valley, and an unconfirmed 
rumor said that the town was blown 
away. The McCarthy tornado des- 
troyed practically everything on a 
thousand acres, It originated three 
miles east of the village, travelled 
in a north-easterly direction and 
spent its force near Paul’s Valley. 
ouses and barns were wrecked, 
fences were blown away, many cattle 
and horses were killed and crops were 
beaten into the earth by the rain 
and hail that followed. Telephone 
and telegraph lines were wrecked or 
‘blown away. 
Wynnwood, Okla, May 21.—A re- 
rt has reached here from Brady, a 
small town near McCarty, telling of 
 woman’s skull being crushed dur- 
ing the storm. A doctor has gone 
out from Wynnwood, The rain and 
hail storm at Wynnwood was severe 
and crops are reported to be dam-

THE CORNER LOT. 


Calgary Council Lightens its Taxes by 
New Bylaw. 


Calgary, May 18—“That every corn- 
er let which faces on two étreets 
shall be entitled to an exemption of 
one-half the frontage on each sétreet, 
and that this exemption is to apply 
in the case of all local improvements, 
aand that the amount of this exemp- 
tion shall be paid by the city at 
large,” was the most important sec- 
tion of a bylaw passed by the city 
council last night, to replace bylaw 
806, which was repealed by the pas- 
sing of the new bylaw. 

The abovesection is followed by a 
provision which étates that this ex- 
emption shall not apply to a sewer 
oon one side of the lot which has 
been laid on application as provided 
in another bylaw. 

The bylaw was drafted ‘by the city 
solicitor upon instructions received 
by him from the council at the last 
meeting. It was given three read- 
ings and passed at the special meet- 
ing last night in order that the work 
of paving might not be delayed any 
longer. The fact that the bylaw 
whieh was in force previous to the 
passing of last night’s new ordinance 
was faulty in many respects, had de- 
layed the street paving and other 
local improvements, but now that it 
is replaced, the work of paving may 
be undertaken without delay.

SASKATCHEWAN SHOWS 
z GAIN IN WHEAT CROP. 


Regina, Sask., May 21. —The 
Saskatchewan Department of 
Agriculture, through its sta- 
tistical and crop reporting ser- 
vice has completed its stimate 
of acreage sown to wheat and 
oats in the province ‘this year. 
The estimated increase in acre- 
age sown to wheat is 557,000 
acres, or 13.6 per cent. his 
compares with an increase last 
year of 381,000 acres, or 10.38 
per cent, The estimated area 
under wheat in 1910 is 4,642,000 
acres. The estimated acreage 
sown to oats shows a decrease 
of 137,000 acres or six per cent. 
The area under oats in 1910 is 
estimated to be 2,103,000 acres. 
Ninety-three per cent of the 
wheat crop acreage of 4,317,000 
acres was sown prior to May 
first this year, Of the acreage 
sown to oats 45.5 per cent. or 
956,000 acres was sown prior to 
May Ist.

Medical Health Officer Issues Warning 
to Parties Receiving Mail From 
Northern Points.

The medical health officer 
makes the announcement as a warn- 
ing to parties who have received mail 
from the Landing or other northern 
points dyring the past two or three 
days, and advises that parties having 
recvived such mail take the usual pre:

Fourth Child of King Alfonso and Queen

Madrid, May 26-—The fourth child to 
Queen Victoria and King Alfonso was 
born today but the infant prince died 
within a few minutes, Shortly after the 
accouchement a bulletin was issued by 
the physician of the Queen saying her 
condition was satisfactory, It is under- 
stood that the death of her uncle, King 
Edward was a great shock to her. King 
Alicnso who has been in London for the 
funeral of King Edward, will find his 
own land saddened on his return. The 
booming of gu s early today announced 
the arrival of a third son to the ounz 
royal couple. Within less than half an 
hour however, the tolling of bells in the 
great churches told them that the young 
prince was dead, The body of the infant 
will be buried ia the royal vayit be- 
neath the palace, accordifig to plans out- 
lined this afternoon, The ceremonies 
Will be deterred until Alfonso arrives 
from London, which he has already left.

International Congress at Lake Mo- 
honk Hears Welcome News 
from the U §.

Mohonk Lake, N.Y., May 21--The 
sixteenth annual session of the Lake 
Mohonk conference ou international 
arbitration ended its deliberations to- 
night. The most important concrete 
happening was the official announce- 
ment to the conference by Secretary 
Knox through solicitor of the state de- 
partment, James Brown Scott, of the 
probabie early establshment of an in- 
ternational court of arbitration. This 
assurance, coupled with President 
Taft's declaration in favor of arbitra- 
tion treaties containing no reservations 
as to integrity, and with the presence 
here of Dean Worcester of England 
and the Rev, Wm. Thomas, of London, 
as also of delegates of churches of all 
sorts and denominations in the British 
and German empires, to urge Ameri- 
ean churches to join in a world peace 
league, infused the delegates with a 
spirit of optimism, 


MARKET FOR CALGARY. 


Commissioners Wil Recommend That 
By-law Be Submitted to the Rate- 
payers, 


Calgary, May 20.—That a market 
building with a municipal swimming 
bath in the basement, as suggested 
for Calgary, will cost $126,000, and 
without a swimming bath, $112,000, 
is the conclusion reached by the city 
engineer’s department, which has had 
the work of preparing plans and ar- 
riving at an estimate of the cost of 
the building. These figures are ex- 
clusive of the price of the site, which 
it is anticipated will ost an  addi- 
tional $60,000, making a _ total of 
$185,000 for market accommodation. 

The city com wil] ree 
commend at the xt meeting of the 
city council that the ratepayers be 
asked o vote upon a, site for the 
market, They will be given. .the 
choice of two—ine in the centre of the 
city, known as the old Cushing pro- 


winnere 


perty, comprising sixteen lots and 
having railway trackage facilities, 
for which $60,000 is asked, and the 


other in the east end of the city, near 
the south bank of the Bow river, and 
east of the Langevin bridge. The 
latter property belongs to the city, 
and was formerly recommended -by 
the city commissioners to the council 
as a site for a city market. The com- 
missioners’ recommendation, how- 
ever, was rejected ‘by the aldermen, 
and the question referred back for 
reconsideration. Some of the alder- 
men expressed the opinion that the 
Cushing property might be secured, 
because, being central, it was better 
suited for a market site. They did 
not consider the east end location a 
desirable one, it not being central, 
and not in a desirable part of the city. 

Since reconsidering the: matter, the 
only decision the commissioners can 
reach is to recommend tha ta plebis- 
cite vote be taken on the two loca- 
wons. 


EX-GOVERNOR FINED HEAVILY. 


Cost Nearly Four Times What Goods 
Were Worth to Import Them. 
New York, May 21—Former Gover- 
nor West Rollins, who was accused on 
his arrival from Europe, on May 13, 
of trying to smuggle wearing apparel 
and jewelry belonging to himself and 
wife and son, valued at $2,000, was 
indicted today by the federal grand 
jury and within an hour pleaded guilty 
to the charge. Judge Rand, in the 
United States Cireuit court, declared 
that the distinguishde position oceu- 
pied ‘by the Rollins family made the 
crime all the more reprehensible and 
directed that the aceused pay a fine 
of $2,000. The maximum amount that 
could have been imposed was $5,000. 
The charge against Mrs. Rollins and 
the young son was dropped. The fine 
was paid promptly by Governor Rol- 
lins. In addition the total value of 
the goods, plus the duties, amounting 
in all to about $3,500 was paid. This 
clash with the New York custom au- 
thorities cost the former governar $5,- 
500 on articles of which the original 
purchase price abroad was less than 

$1,500,

"ALLEGED MURDER 


Repeats in District Court His Or- 
igioal Story of How Mathews. 
Met His End 


The room in the Sandison block in 
which the District court is held was 
again crowded to the doors this morn- 
ing when the Mathews extradition pro- 
ceedings were resumed. 


H. Hotchkiss, United States consul 
at Calgary, was in attendance. 

The cross-examination of the negro, 
Chapman, wae continued by Mr, Rob- 
ertson, but before the witness was 
placed in the box, F. D. Byers, acting 
as his consul, inquired of his honor, 
Judge Taylor, whether the court had 
ruled on Thursday morning that Chap- 
man was a compellible witness. Mr. 
Byers stated that he had hot been ad- 
vised that Chapman would be called 
as a witness, and had been called away 
from the city on Thursday. Under the 
circumstances he objected to the cal- 
ling of the witness. No statement was 
made as to whether Chapman was or 
was not a compellible witness, 

The point did not seem to concern 
Chapman, who elibly answered all 
questions put to him. 

Using the pencil himself, Chapman 
drew a rough pian of the Mathews 
house at Stillwater, showing its diree- 
tion from the barn and the Dohney 
house across the road, and the lay- 
out of the rooms of the house. He 
answered Many questions as to the 
various rooms of the house and the 
porches, doors and windows. He said 
that he waited outside the house until 
he heard a bumping and wrestling go- 
ing on inside. He then went into the 
house, and saw Mr, Mathews on the 
floor with Mrs, Mathews on top of 
him attempting to smother him, Both 
were in an exhausted state. 

Mrs, Mathews called out to him, 
“Come on sweet, I’m just about all 
in.P, 

“Did she look at you affectionateiy 
when she called you sweet?” asked 
Mr. Robertson. 

“I didn’t know that I looked at her 
at all,’ replied Chapman. 

“How long did you wait outside 
while this tussling and. wrestling wae 
going on?” 

“About five or*six nrttiutes*” 

“And you waited outside all 
time?” 

“Yes.” 

“Why didn’t you go in sooner?” 

“Well, to tell the straight truth 
about it, T wouldnt have gone in at 
all if I thought she could have finished 
him alone.””

Here the negro described his actions 
by placing his hand over his mouth 
and nose.

While 
he was kneeling down — smothering 
Mathews, Mrs. Mathews had hold of 
one of her husband's hands. 

Mrs, Mathews appeared to him to 
be weak and nervous when it was all 
over. 

“She said, ‘Well, he’s gone; what are 
we going to do about it?’ Then we 
went upstairs.” 

It was his theory that Mr. Mathews 
should be carried upstairs and put in 
‘bed, and the story spread about that 
he had died from heart failure. 

Mrs, Mathews, however, wanted to 
carry the dead man out to the barn 
and place him in the stalls with the 
mules, Thia was done. The negro de. 
sctibed how the body was carried out. 
The path taken to the barn was in 
clear view of the roadway. 

Chapman swore that he saw but twe 
mules in the barn that aight. Mrs. 
Mathews had told him, he said, that 
the others were out, 

Chapman then described, from a 
plan of the stable, how the body wag 
placed in the stall, to the minutest 
particular. Mrs. Matthews and him- 
self, he said, did not stay any length 
of time in the stable, but returned 
immediately to the house, where she 
stayd for a few minutes, going up- 
stairs. 

He had not been much excited, nor 
had Mrs. Matthews. When they got 
upstairs Mrs. Matthews said: ‘Sweet, 
now | know you love me, because 
you've proved yourself.”

Vienna, May 21—Mail advices re 
ceived by leaders of the Semitic party 
here say that Jews are being expelled 
from Russia with the utmost brutality 
They declare the government's an- 
nouncement that the expulsions had 
been postponed was absolutely false, 
that not only are Jews being expelled 
from Kief, but that they are being 
driven out by the ezar’s troops under 
direction of Premier Stolypin, that 
terrible outrages are being committed 
and weaker victims badly beaten. The 
letters state that secret agents of the 
government have been sent among the 
lower classes of Russians to incite 
them to acts against the 24,000 Jews 
who are being exiled in scores. Cases 
are told of Jews being maltreated by 
crowds while police and troops looked 
on laughing, taking a hand only to 
add to the suffering of the victims

IS NOW VISIBLE 


Observers at Many Points in Cen- 


: 


tral States Saw Visitor in the | 
Evening Sky 


St. Louis, May 17.—The first ap- 
pearance of Halley’s comet, as even- 
ing «tar, was a distinct success, ac 
cording to reports of hundreds of ol- 
servers. With the head larger than 
venus and described as of the second 
magnitude, it remained in view more 
than an hour. Observers here say its 
tail spread fan shaped over forty de- 
grees, differing from the Williams Bay 
astronomers. 

“It was the most gorgeous spectacle 
T ever saw,” hsaid Rev. Father Mar- 
tin 8. Brennan today, “From now on 
for a few days, we will be able to see 
the comet better each night, though 
growing dimmer.” 

The tail made a semi-circle, accord. 
ing to Rev. Father Borgmeyer, of St. 
louis University, while brother Ig- 
natius if the Christian Bros. College 
found that ihe comet rose to a height 
of 17 degrees above the horizon. 

Tail Intact. 

Los Angeles, May 21.—Shinin 
in the bright moonlight, 
comet glistened with a fanshaped 
tail on its first appearance in the 
west, according to reports today from 
the Carnegie Observatory on Mount 
Wilson. An hour and fifty minutes 
after sunset the comet dropped below 
the horizon, According to the dir 
ector, Halley's comet bas proven t 
have lost none of its tail in the eart! 
atmosphere. 

Visible in Daylight. 

Boston, Mass., May 21,—Fair wea- 
ther will let casterners have their first 
view of Helley’s comet tonight, ac- 
cording to Professor O. C. Wendell, 
of Harvard Observatory. E. Valle, 
the Mexican astronomer at Tacunaya, 
wired this morning that the comet's 
tail is visible today in the eastern 
sky. This showed that the tail of 
the comet is lagging tar behind the 
nucleus or head. 

May be Seen in Canada. 

Chicago, Ill,, May 21.—The myste.y 
has vanished and Hailey’s comet ; 
once more a well behaved member of 
the solar system, the astronomers at 
the. Yehkes, observatory. believe, The 
head will continue to appear in the 
western sky after sundown with the 
tail stretching faintly towards the 
zenith.

ZELAYA TELLS OF REVOLUTION 


Pathetic Letter of One of American 
Victims of Nicaraguan Rising. 


New York, May 19.—Copies of for. 
mer President Zeloya’s book on the 
revolution in Nicaragua, which he has 
been engaged in writing sinee his pre- 
cipitate retirement from office, occu 


pies the centre of the stage in the 
little Spanish-American colony here 
The bok, which is in Spanish, has 


just been published in Madrid and is 
intended as a justification of the for- 
mer president. 

To Americans the most interesting 
portion of the book is the appendix, 
which gives several long extracts from 
Zelaya’s correspondence. Among the 
exhibits is a letter written by the 
American, Groce, to his mother ip the 
United States, just before he was exe- 
euted. It was confiscated by the Ni- 
caraguan Officials and the mother 
never received it. It is as follows: 

“El Castillo Fortress, San Juan Ri 
ver, Nicaragua, November 16, 1909: 

"My Darling Mama—This will be a 
terrible blow to you—the last word 
you will ever receive from your way. 
ward son. I can’t write much, as I 
am <oo nervous and have only a few 
minutes to live. I joined the revolu- 
tion in Bluefields and was captured 
and sentenced to be shot to death. I 
will be executed together with a 
young men from Virginia, Leroy Can- 
non. It will take place this morning 
at 10 o'clock. 

“Now, mother dear, bear up. This 
is my fate—the results of war and 
disobedience to a loving mother. It’s 
hard to be shot like tnis, but I will 
die like aman, Tell all good-bye; it is 
impossible for me to write more. 

“Love and kisses as the last fare- 
wel] on earth to you, dear mother, all 
the boys and dear little sister. Good. 
bye until we meet again in heaven. 

“Your loving son, 
“LEONARD.” 

There appear two other interesting 
letters in the book, one by Groce to 
his Nicaraguan wife, the other from 
Cannon to Juan Jacoby, of Massayo, 


Zelaya prints these letters without

Vancouver. 

Vancouver, B.C., May 20.—The 
largest public assemblage ever gath- 
ered in Vancouver this afternoon at- 
tended the civic qemorial service for 
King Edward. The procession was 
four thousand strong, including the 
local regiment and veterans ot the 
empire in many fields, this detach- 
ment including 2 Sikhs, ail of whom 
wore medals and were greeted with 
applause as they executed informal 
drill, and members o: varicus frater- 
nal orders.

which filled the grand stand and 
grounds.

CANADA’S TRIBUTE. 
TO KING'S MEMORY 


Solemn Services WerejHeld at 
Funeral Hour 


—— 


Ottawa, May 20.—Beneath a bright 
summer's sun, Canada’s capital today 
observed in fitting fashion the lay- 
ing to rest of King Edward. At half 
past one o'clock the whistles of the 
city sounded, and tor three minutes 
the business pulse of the city ceased 
to throb. Not a wheel turned and no 
sound was heard eave the dirge tolled 


deepest mourning. 
, of seating about three thousand peo- 
ple the rink was unequal to the ac 
commodation of the crowds that fol- 
lowed in the rear of the procession 
as it passed through the doors, and 
many were therefore excluded, 

In an enclosed space before the 
platform, draped in purple and black, 
seats were provided for His Honor 
Lieutenant Governor  Bulyea, his 
aide de camp, Major Thibaudeau, his 
private secretary, Mr. G, H. Babbiil, 
and Justices Scott and Harvey. 

The various organizations that made 
up the procession filled nearly half 
the body of the hall, the seats on the 
east and west side being reserved for 
the childreen of the city schools, 
whose conduct during the service was 
characterised by the closest and most 
reverent atteiition. 

The Service Proper. 

Within afew minutes of the hour 
for which the opening of the service 
had been announced, the seats upon 
the platform were taken by the 
Mayor and council and representa- 
tive ministers of the city churches. 

Ensign Habkirk announced — the 
opening hymn, “Days and Moments 
Quickly Flying,” the singing of which 
was led in 2 most commendable man- 
ner by the united choirs, accompani- 


ed by the Citizens’ Band and the 
band of the 01st Fusiliers, the 
whole being under the direction of 
Mr. Vernon Barford. 


At the conelusion of the hymn two | 


most impressive prayers were offered, 
the first by the Rev. F, W. Patterson, 
the.second by the Rev, Canon Webb, 
after whieh the familiar hymn 
“Rock of Ages’? was sung. 

The Rev. Dr. McQueen then read a 
brief lesson from St. Paul's first 
epistle to the Thessalonians, at the 
close of which the whole gathering 
joined heartily in the singing of the 
hymn, “Nearer my God to Thee.” 

His Worship Mayor Lee then 
livered a brief address. 

“It js little more than nine years,’ 
said His Worship, ‘‘since the nation 
was in mourning for the suainted 
mother of our recently departed Sove- 
reign, And we are here today to 
pay our respects to the memory of our 
Beloved King Edward the © Seventh. 
Although our late ruler lived almost 
the allotted span of life, yet we had 
hoped that he might have been spar- 
ed to reign over us, his people, for 
many years to come.” : 

Having dwelt upon the uncertainty 
of life, His Worship made fitting re 
ference to the whole-hearted devotion 
to duty which had characterized the 
reign of the late King.

LAID IN TOMB OF 
HIS FOREFATHERS 


Funeral of King Edward VII Most 


Imposing in History of 
the World 


London, May 20,—Kdward = the 
Peacemaker was buried today in the 
tomb of his forefathers at Windsor, 
While the world gave homage to his 
memory. Nine kings, with bent 
heads, followed the casket afoot 
through a lane of 35,000 troops bowed 
through a Jone of 35,000 troops bowed 
spon their arms. Following the 
kings were princes of the Royal 
blood from all parts of the world and 
special envoya appointed by the great 
republics to participate in the most 
splendid and imposing funeral cere- 
mony the world has ever seen. Along 
the route of the funeral procession 
from Westminster to Paddington Sta- 
tion, whither the body was borne on 
a gun carriage, fully 5,000,000 people 
were banked behind the troops. Sor- 


row lay over them and yet, rising 
dominantly, Was the quite human 
spirit that hailed the new ruler, 


George V., son of the monarch they 
mourned. 
The Sun Shone Brightly. 
A bright sun shone down upon the 
splendid procession. The  thunder- 
storm and heavy rain that ushered 


in the day gave way before the bright 
rays and from a spectacular stand- 
point the conditions were the best 
that could be desired for the  cere- 
mony, 

Amid the sweep of the troops and 
the march of the potentates, there 
Was one whose appearance set the 


heart of every spectator throbbing 
with sympathy. It was Queen Alex- 
andra, brave under the blow that al- 
most felled her, As the good Queen, 


no whit the lesa reverred than” her 
consort, was drawn through the hu-| 
man lines, men and women wept. 


The most pathetic figure of the whole 
day, the Queen Mother preserved an 
outward calm, heroically, though
